We commend one another to Thy care ; we beseech

Lord! draw near to us this evening, gathered as 
we are, to seek Thy face. And grant that whatsoever 
mingling of imperfect motives may have brought us 
together, and however unprepared our hearts may 
be to receive the blessings which Thou longest to 
bestow, we may not go empty away. Let Thy grace 
be manifested among us ; the fulness and the f reeness 
of Thy pardoning and hallowing love. And draw 
near to each heart that the outward forms may 
become realities, and the poor word of a brother 
man may become the word of the living God. Hear 
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us, O Lord! in our petitions; forgive our many sins, 
and grant us Thy gracious help as we worship now ; 
through Jesus Christ our Lord. 



XX 

LORD! our gracious Father, whose tender mercies 
are over all Thy works, whose tenderest mercy comes 
to Thy sinful children, we draw near to Thee in that 
great Name which is ahove every name. And we 
beseech Thee that we, in our inmost hearts, every one 
of us, may crown Jesus as our King and Lord. 

We thank Thee for all that He has done to win us 
for Himself. We thank Thee that the Word has become 
flesh and dwelt among us. We thank Thee for all 
the ministration of His life, and all the graciousness 
of His words and works. And we bless Thee that He 
hath shown us the Father, and scattered for ever the 
doubts and fears that spring in guilty hearts. 

But most of all, we praise Thee that He has died 
for all, and therefore is King of all. And we beseech 
Thee that we may each of us be moved by His great 
mercy, and may yield ourselves to be His subjects 
and servants all our lives.

The Lord hear us, the Lord be with us this evening; 
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the Lord help us to hear and to speak, and give His 
Spirit to make the word which is the Spirit's prosper 
effectually in the thing whereto Thou hast sent it. 

We ask all through Him from Whom we receive 
all, to Whom we would render all, even Christ our 
Saviour. 

XXI 

LOKD ! our gracious Father, Who keepest truth to a 
thousand generations, and f orgivest iniquity and trans- 
gression and sin, look on us in love and pity as we 
gather before Thee now, a company of sinful people, 
needy and weak, who require Thy help, and often 
reject it. 

Draw near to us, we beseech Thee, that we may 
draw near to Thee, and show to us something of the 
sweetness and blessedness of Thy fellowship and love, 
that our sluggish desires may be kindled to long for 
more of that which is our only satisfying good, even 
Thy presence, and the common assurance that Thou 
art our Friend. 

We come to Thee with many faults and weak- 
nesses. We, too, have made for ourselves idols to 
which we have ascribed far too often what belongs to 
Thee only. We, too, have forgotten Thee, and have 
been ready to turn aside from Thy ways, even whilst 
the mount has been blazing with fire in our sight. We 
beseech Thee for Thy pardoning mercy, and pray that 
such visitations as may be for our good may follow 
upon our sin, that we may be weaned therefrom and 
taught by bitterness, if not by joy, how sinful and how 
fatal a thing it is to depart from the living Grod. 

Lord! look upon us, we beseech Thee, as we

Since 
Thou hast provided for us the strong City, with salva- 
tion for its walls and bulwarks, may we never elect 
rather to dwell in the palaces of strangers, which shall 
be brought low. 

We beseech Thee that Thou wouldst help us each to 
make our own the things that are freely given to us of 
God. Lord ! we bring Thee our wants, and beseech 
Thee to help us to partake of that feast of fat things 
which Thou hast provided. We bring our sorrows to 
Thee, and beseech Thee to wipe away all tears from off 
all faces. We bring Thee our dim knowledge of Thee, 
our many errors and sins, and we pray Thee to take 
away from our faces the covering, and to remove from 
our hearts the veil, that with unveiled faces we may 
see Thee clearly mirrored and manifested in Jesus 
Christ our Saviour. 

Give us this morning, Lord! Thy rich blessing. 
Truly we deserve it not, but yet we make bold to ask 
and expect it ; for Thou dealest with us not according 
to our deserts but according to the counsels of Thine

Give us, we pray Thee, Thy presence now, forgive all 
our many evils and imperfections, quicken us by Thy 
word and according to Thy word, and bless our wor- 
ship in all its parts to all partaking of it this day ; for 
our Saviour Jesus Christ's sake.

We thank Thee that Thou hast bidden us to come.

Strengthen us to hear as 
well as to speak Thy holy word; and may it be as

Let Thy Kingdom come in men's 
hearts, and may the Temple of the Lord be builded 
amidst the ruins of the idol shrines. 

We beseech Thee to take us all into Thy care now,

LORD! our heavenly Father, Thou waitest to be 
gracious, and art ever manifesting Thyself to us.

We beseech Thee that if 
any of us are bearing any special burden of care or 
sorrow, of responsibility or duty, Thou wouldst be with 
such. We commend to Thee sad hearts, we pray for 
all disappointed ones, for all who are learning how 
fleeting are our earthly joys, and how only God lasts, 
and is enough for a man. We beseech Thee that Thou 
wouldst with the lesson send help to accept it; and 
may we all, in the matters in which we may be exer- 
cised, submit to Thy holy will, and so gain Thy rich 
blessing. 

We beseech Thee to be near us now ; draw near to 
every heart in Thy presence. Give us some word to 
speak which shall be Thy word, and let the power of 
the Lord be present among us and felt by each of us in 
this service. 

Hear us now, Father ! forgive our many sins ; grant 
us Thy gracious help and presence whilst we worship, 
through Jesus Christ our Lord and Saviour.

HELP us, Lord, our God ! that we may come to Thee 
now with hearts laden with Thy blessings and lips 
charged with Thy praise. Surely if we should hold our 
peace the very stones would cry out. Thou hast 
enriched us with many blessings, Thou hast borne with 
our many unworthinesses and departures from Thee.

How- 
ever feeble our faith and love, we hope that we have 
come together in Christ's name, and so we ask the 
fulfilment of Christ's promise, and beseech Thee that 
Thou wouldst be with us, and in the midst of us. 
Lord ! regard us all according to all the variety of our 
necessities and circumstances. If any of us are passing 
through the waters be Thou with such that they may 
not be overwhelmed by the floods. If any of us are pass- 
ing through the fires be Thou with such, that nothing 
may be consumed but the bonds that bind them. 

Take us all, we pray Thee now, into Thy gracious 
care; let Thy presence and Thy love and Thy peace 
be with us all, through Jesus Christ our Lord and 
Saviour. 
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LXXXVIII 

.LOED, our Grod 1 we too would pray that prayer for 
ourselves, great as it is, and beseech Thee that Thou 
wouldst 'stablish our hearts unblamable in holiness. 
Purge us, we pray Thee, from all evil, and let Thy 
grace, used by our own earnest effort, perfect that 
which is lacking concerning our faith. Thou knowest, 
Lord ! how much is lacking. Teach us to know it 
better, and to feel it more. And may we labour 
earnestly day by day, as Thy true children and faithful 
servants, to fill up that which is behind in our own 
selves, and to press nearer and nearer to that great 
and wondrous goal which we believe we shall one day 
reach, of being conformed to the likeness. of Thy dear 
Son.

certain triumph in the future. We thank Thee for the 
life which comes from that risen Lord Who dwells in 
all the humble hearts that try to trust in Him, and 
aspire after closer communion and truer faith. We 
pray that we too may partake in that life which hath 
died to sin and lives to Go f d. Oh ! purge our hearts, we 
pray Thee, from all their foolish wanderings away 
from Thee, and bring us, with settled purpose, with 
lowly resolution, with grateful surrender, and with 
triumphant faith to live the lives that we live in the 
flesh by the faith of the Son of God. Cleanse us, we 
pray Thee, from all our evils, purge our hearts from 
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sin. Take from us all errors of understanding, all 
faults of conduct, everything that would come between 
us and Thee. And may our happy hearts be kin to 
God, and in union with Him find our rest and strength, 
our purity and our peace. We pray Thee to look upon 
us, and shed abroad Thy great love upon our hearts.

Hear us in these supplications, which we bring, 
not trusting to their earnestness, but relying upon 
Him Who maketh intercession for us before the Throne 
of God, even Jesus our Lord and Saviour. 
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CXIV 

LORD, our God ! keep us from mocking Thee, either 
by coming to Thee with feigned words and outward 
reverence when the heart is far from Thee, or by 
thinking that Thou art not the righteous Judge Who 
will render to every man according to his deeds. We 
bless Thee that we can draw near believing that our 
Judge is our Father, and lifting up our confidence to 
Thee through Him in Whom Thou art well pleased. 
Give us the simple trust in Thy great mercy which shall 
give us boldness in the Day of Judgment. May we be 
in the world as Christ is, that when we pass through 
the world we may go where Christ has gone. We trust 
we are here this morning seeking Thy face, though not 
with the earnestness of heart-desire with which we 
should seek it. Yet, Lord! be pleased to manifest 
Thyself even to us, and make us ashamed of our 
imperfect desires and scanty measure of Thy possible 
grace by the largeness of Thy answer. Thou art wont 
to surprise Thy people with the over-measure which 
Thou dost deal to them. And Thou canst do for us 
exceeding abundantly above all that we ask or think. 
We pray that our petitions and expectations may be 
surpassed by the real largeness of Thy gift. Lord ! 
help us in our worship. Help us to lift up thoughts 
and hearts to Thee. Help us to shake off the oppression 
of absorption in earthly things. May we see a little 
more clearly than we often do see, amidst the smoke 
and toil of the week, the sky and the stars. 

We pray that Thou wouldst teach us how to speak 
Thy word this morning. Give us some message which 
may come home to each of us as a word in season for, 
us, however weary we may be. May Thy grace be 
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poured out upon all good people, to make them better ; 
upon all Christ's followers, to make them tread more 
closely in His footsteps; and upon the whole Israel 
of God. 

We pray for all whom we should remember at Thy 
Throne ; for our Sovereign and our Royal Household 
called upon to pass into the Shadow of Death. We 
beseech Thee that the lessons which Thou dost read to 
prince and peasant day by day may be laid to heart by 
peasant and prince ; and that we may all hear the great 
Voice that calls to us, saying, ' Come up hither.' 

And now let the love of God, and the power of 
Christ's gracious Spirit, be present in our words, and 
be felt by all hearts ; and unto Thy Name be the praise ; 
through Jesus Christ our Saviour.

LORD! Who art high above all praise, we would 
bow before Thine awful Throne, but we would draw 
near to Thy loving heart. We beseech Thee that in 
our service this evening there' may be some deep, 
blessed consciousness of Thy nearness, and assurance 
of Thy love laid upon all our hearts and minds. Draw 
us, and we will run after Thee; open Thou our lips, 
and our mouths shall show forth Thy praise. Lift 
upon us the light of Thy countenance, and in that 
light may we see a light which enlightens all things.

Thou knowest the tasks that 
Thou hast laid upon us, the burdens which we each by 
Thine appointment carry, and the heavier ones that we 
have brought upon ourselves by going against Thy 
appointment and commandments. We beseech Thee 
to deliver us from these; to give us grace to bear 
those ; and we pray that in all our changing conditions 
we may have the unchanging assurance of Thy un- 
changing help and presence. 

We are gathered this morning, Lord! from very 
diverse conditions and circumstances, and with varying 
needs. But however different these may be we rejoice 
that with Thee is all fulness ; and thank Thee that the 
one gift becomes to each of us that which we most 
require. May it be so with us this morning, and may 
this hour of worship really draw us all nearer to the 
fountain of all good, and fill our spirits with the special 
good which we may most require for the moment. 
We thank Thee for Thy daily benefits to us; for all 
the gifts of Thy hand, which we so often use or mis- 
use without remembering whence they come. ' The ox 
knoweth his owner, and the ass his master's crib,' and 
all creatures the hands that feed them, but we forget 
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Thee, and do not consider from whence our mercies 
come. Make us wiser, more thankful, more thrillingly 
and gladly conscious, at every moment, of the pressure 
and sustainment of Thy gracious hand, and of the 
abundance of all kinds of needed good which flow to 
us from it. Receive us as we come to Thee now, 
Lord! and grant us Thy help. Thou knowest how 
hard it is for us to leave behind us the things of dally 
concern, and how difficult we find it to enter into that 
region where Thou dwellest, and to find ourselves in 
the secret place of the Most High. Grant that no 
outward forms of worship may come between us and 
Thee, but may reveal and bring Thee nearer to us. 
Give to all our worship, in its various parts, the 
gracious help of Thy mighty Spirit, that thereby all 
of us may be the better for it. May none of us come 
into Thy house for the worse. 

And now, Lord! lift away every burden, quiet all 
distractions, concentrate our thoughts and desires on 
Thyself ; open Thy hand and Thy heart, and pour out 
blessings which Thou dost mean to give when Thou 
callest us thus to seek Thy face. Hear us, we beseech 
Thee, and answer and bless us ; through Jesus Christ 
our Saviour Lord. 

CXXIV 

LOED, our God! King immortal, eternal, invisible! 
dwelling in the light which is inaccessible, we draw 
near to Thee through that Son Who has declared Thy 
Name; and we bless Thee for the Light which has 
come to be the Life and the Light of men. May we see 
light in that great Light, and have nothing to do with 
the darkness which comprehendeth it not. Shine Thou 
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into our hearts, Lord! with the knowledge of the 
glory of God in the face of Jesus Christ, that we may 
be light like that on which we look. Give us, we 
beseech Thee, more and more of the power to become 
sons of God, believing on the Name of the Son ; and 
knit us more closely to Thee in all loving, childlike 
obedience and confidence. And may we grow liker 
and liker the Father from Whom we derive a kindred 
life. 

Lord! we bring Thee many needs; we thank 
Thee that in Thee there is fulness infinite. We pray 
for quickened understandings, for calmer hearts, for 
more fixed purposes, for a brighter faith, for a more 
vivid and certain hope, for strength to be and to do 
what Thou dost command, and to accept what Thou 
dost appoint. We pray that the likeness of Thy dear 
Son may be growingly formed and manifested in us, 
and that all in us which is contrary to Thy highest 
will may be cast out from us. Strengthen us, we pray, 
for the daily task of receiving into our hearts more of 
Thy gracious Spirit, and using it more faithfully for 
the cleansing and perfecting of our own characters. 
And help us as we go about our work, that, however

We thank Thee that the 
Pillar of Cloud by day glows with a heart of fire when 
night falls.

And 
for those of us who may be so exercised now, may the 
Lord be their Comforter, and the Light of their lives, 
and their Portion for ever. Help all Thy people to 
live worthy lives, adorning the teaching, in all things. 
We pray for all Thy servants who are this day en- 
gaged in worship, and in the proclamation of Thy 
truth ; and we beseech Thee that, however imperfectly, 
and however blended with error, the Name of Jesus is 
magnified, there men's hearts may be drawn to Him, 
and lives based upon Him be secure, and rooted in Him 
be fruitful. 

We pray Thee to have mercy upon all our unfitness 
and feebleness, to guide us when we try to hear and 
to speak Thy holy word, and to let that great and 
wondrous message of Thy redeeming, cleansing love 
in Jesus Christ not suffer more than is absolutely 
necessary by passing through the narrow gate of 
man's thoughts and utterance. And now we pray 
Thee to forgive all our sins, grant Thy blessing on 
our worship, and answer our petitions ; through Jesus 
Christ our Lord and Saviour. 
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CXXV 

LORD ! we would come to bless Thee with heart and 
soul and voice, for Thy mercies endure for ever, and 
in their continuance and greatness beggar all our 
thankfulness. To Thee we turn, Lord ! and in Thy 
ineffable Name we find all that we need. Thou art 
Light and Peace and Power. From Thee come bless- 
ings of every hue and sort. All the paths of the Lord 
are mercy and truth to them that fear Him, and to 
such as keep His covenant. We pray that we may 
more and more be of such, and in the depths of our 
hearts may reverence that love which knows no dread, 
and is full of blessed fear. O Lord ! every moment of 
our lives has a tongue to proclaim Thy praise.

Bless our worship this morning, we beseech Thee; 
grant that this day may be fully charged with bless- 
ing to all Thy people, who, in any communion, in any 
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fashion, and by means of any tongue, seek Thy face 
and proclaim Thy doings. The Lord look upon us in 
His great mercy; cleansing us from all our evil, and 
dwelling in our hearts by faith, that we may be able 
to ' comprehend with all saints, and know the length 
and breadth and depth and height of the love' that 
passes knowledge; that we may be filled with the 
fulness of God. We can ask nothing more, Thou art 
willing to give that and nothing less; and we pray 
that we may not hinder Thy giving by our slackness 
or fault in receiving. Hear, and answer us ; through 
Christ our Saviour.

HEARTENED, Lord ! by Thy great promises, and rest- 
ing on that great High Priest, we too would come 
boldly to what is the Throne of Grace.

We come to Thee, bearing upon our hearts many 
weaknesses and many sins. We beseech Thee to cleanse 
us, to draw us nearer to Thee, that in the strength of 
fellowship with Thyself we may be parted from all 
iniquity. Unite our hearts to fear Thy Name, that so 
they may be separated from all other fears, and all 
loves that would conflict with our supreme love to 
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Thee. We bless Thee that when we know our weakness 
most, and our unfitness, we can then most firmly lay 
hold of Thy hand. And we pray that Thy gracious 
presence may be with us, that Thou wouldst help us, 
recognising what we are, and in some measure what 
Thou art ; to come to Thee now, bringing our whole 
need to Thee, that it may be submitted to Thy merciful 
touch, and filled with Thine infinite fulness. Lord ! 
we pray Thee, reveal to us more our own weaknesses, 
and any things in us that are contrary to Thy holy will. 
And help us, day by day, to rise above our former selves, 
and to put off the old man with his affections and lusts, 
and to put on the new man, created after Thine own 
image in righteousness and holiness. Lord ! we cannot 
offer such prayers without remembering how unlike 
Thee much of our daily life is. But we beseech Thee 
that we may never lower our desires to the level of 
our actions, but may lift our lives to the height of our 
prayers. 

Look upon us as we are here before Thee this even- 
ing. We are all the pensioners of Thy bounty, and 
hang upon Thy hand, and Thy grace is more than 
sufficient for each and for all. Give it to us, we pray 
Thee, according to our different circumstances. Help 
us to use the things seen and temporal by Thy gracious 
communication of health and strength, so that all our 
varying circumstances may tend to the one end of 
bringing out more clearly in us the likeness of Jesus 
Christ our Lord. We thank Thee that Thou hast 
promised, and hast faithfully performed, to a thousand 
generations Thy promises. Thou wilt be found of them 
that seek Thee ; and wilt fill the mouths of them that 
are opened in desire and prayer. Give Thou to us, we 
pray Thee, that by the largeness of Thy gifts we may

be ashamed of the smallness of our expectations; and 
enlarge our wishes because Thou hast so abundantly 
satisfied them. Surely Thou givest to us all more than 
enough, and of the fragments that are left we may 
gather up baskets for the future. Help us, we pray 
Thee, to think as we ought, to think loftily and largely 
of Thy mercies, and of Thine abundant stores ; and to 
expect great things of God. 

We pray Thee to guide us, day by day, in all the 
variety of our duties and occupations. Help us to 
bring them all into connection with Thyself, so that 
whatever we do may really be worship, and our whole 
lives be filled with communion with Thee. We thank 
Thee that it is possible to serve Thee in all places, and 
in a thousand ways. We beseech Thee that we may 
be able, more and more, to bring our thoughts and our 
wishes into union with Thy thoughts and Thy will. 
And though Thy thoughts must always be higher than 
ours, and Thy ways higher than our ways, may the 
difference between them not be of opposition nor 
unlikeness, but of degree. 

We pray Thee to give us thoughts, and help us to 
draw near to Thee ; to wait upon Thee with full purpose 
of heart, and expecting that Thy blessing will come 
with the ordinances of Thy house, if we humbly seek 
it, and trust ourselves to receive it. And do Thou 
graciously teach us some message from Thyself which 
may be helpful to us, and may go with us in our various 
duties and occupations day by day. We bless Thee that 
we can thus gather together. We have come from 
different kinds of homes and work ; and we thank Thee 
that, however diverse our characters and conditions 
may be, there is grace and help of the right kind for us 
all in the one gospel and in the Lord of the gospel, We 
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pray Thee, then, that Thou wouldst, through the words 
spoken in weakness, minister of Thy power ; and grant 
to each of us the consciousness of Thy presence and of 
Thy voice. 

We pray for one another, for all our fellow-worship- 
pers, present or absent, and beseech Thee that Thou 
wouldst grant the outpouring of Thy gracious influences 
upon us as a congregation, more abundantly than in 
the past ; and that we may be less unworthy to receive 
the tokens of Thy favour and of Thy help. Let the 
word of the Lord ministered among us, by whatsoever 
lips, and in whatsoever fashion, to old or young, by 
preaching or teaching, or any other method, have 
Thine own manifest approval, and accomplish the thing 
whereto Thou hast sent it. 

And do Thou bless any among us who are in weakness, 
or sorrow, or trouble. Draw near to us all, in our 
several perplexities or trials. Show us Thy holy will, 
and Thy blessed way, and make our paths straight 
before us. Help us to lift up the feeble hands that 
hang down ; and strengthen the tottering feet. Guide 
us in the way of righteousness, and set our feet upon a 
rock, and establish our goings. We pray Thee to hear 
us, to grant us Thy gracious help, and accept us as we 
come to Thee, through Jesus Christ our Saviour. 

GXXXI 

LORD, our gracious Father! we would lift up our 
hearts to Thee now, whatever weights or sins may 
hold and tie them down. And we beseech Thee that 
Thou wouldst help us to break all such bonds, and to 
come up and into Thy presence, and receive into our 
hearts the full blessedness and sunshine of the assur- 
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ance that Thou art God, and that Thou lovest and 
carest even for us. 

We thank Thee that we have a great Intercessor 
before Thy Throne Who is ever pleading for us; and 
we pray that when our hearts are most conscious of 
our own weaknesses and sinfulness we may then be 
most sure that we have an Advocate with the Father, 
Jesus Christ the Righteous. It is in His Name that 
we come to Thee now, O Lord! and through Him 
that we look for the forgiveness of our many sins, 
and for the cleansing of our hearts from all corrup- 
tion. Regard us, Lord! here before Thee, as we 
would confess in Thy presence how unworthy we are 
of Thy mercies, and yet how confidently we venture 
to trust that Thou wilt not leave us nor forsake us.

We 
thank Thee that whatever these may be there is more 
than enough with Thee, and that Thou hast still more 
than enough in Christ for us, ' in Whom are hid all the 
treasures of wisdom and knowledge,' and all the sweet- 
nesses and powers of the blessed life. We pray that 
we may receive day by day, as we need, and that we 
may day by day know our need, and go to the Fountain- 
head for the supply of all our wants. Lord ! make 
our faith, we pray Thee, more sweet and more powerful 
in our daily lives. Do Thou deliver us by its force from 
all the evils that may unconsciously cleave to us, and 
from all the things which we often fall into, and yet 
know that we should not. We pray especially that 
Thou wouldst cleanse us from unsuspected faults, and 
that Thou wouldst show us what we see not, what 
Thou seest and what perhaps our neighbours see 
plainly, our deficiencies, our shortcomings, and that 
Thou wouldst mercifully help us to draw nearer to 
Jesus Christ, and to lay more to heart the lessons of 
His blessed example, and so be made conformable to 
the image of Thy dear Son, and transformed by the 
renewing of our minds. 

We pray for Thy blessing and Thy gracious help in 
this hour of worship. We thank Thee that we can 
unitedly seek Thy face. O Lord ! hide not Thy face far 
from us, and speak to us this evening in our hearts. 
And may we all hear Thy message. Do Thou help him 
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that speaks in Thy Name, that it may be indeed Thy 
will and word which comes from his lips. Let the 
word of the Lord have free course. Let the word of 
men be forgotten. 

We beseech Thee to bless us all in our different 
homes and callings. We pray for all the sad and 
sorrowful among us, for all connected with us, knit by 
sacred ties, who may be in weakness of body, bewilder- 
ment of mind, harassment of affairs. Be near Thy 
people; help them in the darkness to feel after, and 
believe in the Light. And let the Light shine in upon 
their souls; and may we, and all whom we love, and 
especially any of them that are in any kind of trouble, 
be so exercised thereby as that afterwards the peace- 
able fruit of righteousness shall not fail. 

We commend ourselves now, Lord, to Thy gracious 
care, beseeching Thee to be with us in this hour of 
worship, and at all times when we seek Thy face. We 
thank Thee for all past blessings reaped by us, and 
pray that Thou wouldst still be with us, to keep us in 
Thy ways, and to bless the provisions of Thy house, and 
satisfy Thy poor with bread. 

Hear us, we beseech Thee, pardon all our sins, and 
grant Thy gracious help and presence, for our Lord 
Jesus Christ's sake. 

CXXXVI 

LOED, our God ! we do come unto Thy house ; in the 
multitude of Thy mercies help us to worship in Thy 
fear toward Thy holy Temple, and lift up our hearts, 
we beseech Thee, to Thee now. Whatever may have 
been the cares or anxieties or busy thoughts with 
which we have coine into Thy house, may these fade 
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away, or only remain to make us the more eager to 
find rest from them in God. Lord ! we thank Thee 
that Thou hast poured out of Thy grace and wisdom 
upon us in the Revelation of Thy dear Son, and we 
pray that more and more we may have our hearts and 
minds filled with the Spirit of Life that was in Jesus 
Christ, that thereby we may be made indeed free from 
every law of sin and death. We know that as in our- 
selves there is very little but weakness and wayward- 
ness and sin, we thank Thee that when we feel most 
our own unfitness and our own waywardness, then we 
can venture to cleave most closely to Jesus Christ, and 
to grasp His hand more firmly. 

We pray that Thou wouldst help us in this approach 
to Thee ; may we all enter into the depths of our own 
hearts, and realise more than we sometimes do what 
these need for peace and quietness, for rest and right- 
eousness, for pardon and purity. We thank Thee, Lord, 
that we never need to be disappointed, however dark 
may be our estimate of what we ourselves are, and 
however lofty may be our conception of what Thou 
dost require, and however solemn may be our anticipa- 
tions of Thy judgment. We bless Thee that with all 
these solemn and sacred thoughts Thou hast given us 
the one that is the crown of them all, the fulness of 
Thy pardoning love and sanctifying grace treasured 
for all men in Jesus Christ our Saviour. And we 
beseech Thee that we may lay hold of that great 
salvation as Thou hast revealed it. May we accept it. 
May we not only believe with our minds but with our 
hearts, and confess with our lips, the Lord Jesus Christ, 
And strengthen us, we pray Thee, that day by day we 
may live as becometh His servants, doing His holy will 
from the heart, and delighting in every act which may 
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express our obedience to, and our aspiration after, 
Him. 

We beseech Thee to keep us from our own besetting 
sins, from our own particular temptations, from those 
things which may make the strongest appeal to our 
worst parts, from all the difficulties and temptations 
belonging to our professions or occupations, to our 
temperament or to circumstances. Thou knowest what 
these are, and we thank Thee for all the Fatherly pity 
with which Thou dost look on Thy feeble children, and 
we pray Thee that Thou wouldst strengthen us there 
where Thou knowest that we are weakest, and where 
we sometimes know not that we are. We beseech 
Thee for Thy mighty rejoicing Spirit to dwell in us, 
and make us glad. May the joy of the Lord be our 
strength. May our religion be a happy religion. May 
it lead us in paths of peace, and fill our lips with songs 
of praise, and make all things brighter, and scatter 
many clouds, and conquer all fears. Help us day by 
day in the routine of our daily duties. May we not 
reckon anything as of little importance because we do 
it every day we live. May we not come to our work 
with the spirit of mechanism because it is so habitually 
recurring in our daily lives. May the things that we 
have done of tenest be done best, and in all of them may 
we keep up the freshness of feeling that we have not 
passed this way heretofore, and that God is with us, to 
make all things even old tasks, and commonplace 
duties, and familiar, lifelong associations all things 
new. 

Guide us in all our thoughts, and be with us now, 
speak not only to our understandings but to our hearts 
and to our wills, and enable us to lay hold of Thy truth, 
and to make it our own; and to mark, learn, and 
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inwardly digest it, and live by it when we go out again 
into the world. Be near each of us in our different 
circumstances, comfort any that are in sorrow, great 
or small. Lead us by Thy light; deliver us from 
temptation ; set our feet upon a Rock ; and establish 
our goings. Give Thy help in all our work as a Christian 
church. Upon all the workers, upon all who hear Thy 
word, shed abroad Thy grace, and grant that Thy truth 
may not be proclaimed among us in vain, but that it 
may run and be glorified. In like manner bless all Thy 
workers. Hear us now when we cry to Thee; grant 
the help of Thy good Spirit in this hour of evening 
worship that we may all behold wondrous things oxit 
of Thy law, and go away quickened and strengthened 
and brought nearer to Christ. 

CXXXVII 

LORD, our gracious Father! help us to lift up our 
hearts to Thee now, gladly and obediently, as becometh 
children, and knowing in Whom we have believed, and 
that He sends His Spirit to make intercession in us, 
and He, standing before the Throne, to make inter- 
cession for us. We bless Thee for those great store- 
houses laid up in Jesus Christ in Whom Thy riches 
in glory are accessible and available for each of us, and 
we beseech Thee that we may not be poor when such 
wealth is at our command, nor ever feel the pain and 
pressure of necessity when Thou art ready to supply all 
our need. May we claim our portion in Thee by lowly 
faith, assured confidence, earnest desire, and do Thou 
come to us in the greatness of Thy love and the suit- 
ableness of Thy gifts, bestowing upon us all the things 
which our circumstances, our duties, our weaknesses 
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require, and which Thou art so infinitely ready to 
give. 

O Lord! help us to cultivate with more ardour and 
earnestness than ever we have done whatsoever things 
are lovely and of good report. And grant us Thy 
gracious help day by day to overcome everything in 
ourselves which is the opposite, of these, and to make 
more and more our own the graces of conduct and , 
character to which we are inclined by nature.

We thank Thee that the fulness 
is the same as it was long ago, that there is enough for 
us, enough for each, enough for evermore, in Thy great 
storehouses. Grant us then, we pray Thee this even- 
ing, some gift from Thyself that shall abide with us, 
in its sweetness and in its power, for many days, and 
shall help to change us into the image of the Heavenly, 
and to make us more and more what Thou wouldst 
have us to be. Lord! we praise and magnify Thy 
Name that Thou hast poured out upon us such large 
bestowments of grace and peace and joy. And we ask 
Thee that that peace which passes understanding may 
indeed keep our hearts in the knowledge and fear of 
Thy holy Name, and in Christ Jesus, and in order that 
it may, Lord ! help us more and more to be careful 
for nothing, ' but in everything by prayer and suppli- 
cation with thanksgiving to make our requests known 
unto God.' Our hearts being knit thus to Thee, may all 
our lives be ordered in conformity with virtue and 
with praise.

Be near us in all our meditations and words, and 
grant that our meetings together here, and on Sundays, 
and at all times, may be under the influence of Thy 
gracious Spirit, and accompanied with that blessing 
which maketh rich. Prosper the work that any of us 
may try to do for Thy Name. Little it is at the best, 
and stained it is at the purest ; but we thank Thee that 
Thou dost condescend to use even broken reeds for 
Thine instruments, and that Thou dost bless even the 
imperfect work, and the mingled motives of Thy ser- 
vants. May we receive more and more of Thy blessing, 
and be more and more sure that we have it in all our 
work for Thee. And let the Spirit of the Lord dwell in 
this congregation, and in all congregations of faithful 
men and women in this city, and with all communions 
that love the Lord Jesus Christ in incorruption. Grant 
a large influx of souls to Thy Kingdom as a result of 
Thy servants' labours, and let us all, in accordance with 
Thy will, be Thy witnesses in the world. 

Bless any of us that are in special need, in sorrow, in 
perplexity, in trial, or joy. We pray Thee that what- 
soever may be the condition of the present in which 
we are, and whatever may be the character of Thy 
providences in regard to us, we may have that good 
Spirit with us to make us wise, to know what the Lord 
means by His dealings with us. 

Now, Lord ! we beseech Thee to hear us, to take us 
into Thy gracious care, to forgive all our sins, and to 
grant us Thy helpful blessing, through Jesus Christ 
our Lord and Saviour. 
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CXXXVIII 

LOED, our God ! lift our hearts and fix our faith, we 
beseech Thee, that we too may live in the sunshine of 
that blessed persuasion that nothing but our own evil 
hearts can separate us from Thy love. We thank Thee 
that we have access to Thee with confidence even in 
the midst of all our knowledge of our own un worthi- 
ness and sin, and we have to lament in Thy presence 
that when the desires of Thy house and of Thy heart 
have been so freely opened for us, we have been so 
slow to enter in and dwell in the blessed abode Thou 
hast provided for us. 

We would come to Thee now, seeking Thy grace to 
help us to withdraw our thoughts from everything 
that might hinder the depth and blessedness of our 
communion with Thee. We thank Thee for all the 
great gifts which Thou hast bestowed upon us, the 
mighty promises Thou dost flash before our eyes, 
and the great fulfilment of the same with which 
Thou dost gladden the hearts of them that wait upon 
Thee, and we pray that something of that same 
triumphant faith of which we have been reading may 
pass into all our hearts, and may animate all our lives. 
We bless Thee that it matters very little what, or who, 
is against us, so long as we are sure that Thou art for 
us. We thank Thee that no condemnation by men, 
nor any unfavourable human judgment, need in the 
least trouble us, if Thou hast accepted us. And we 
thank Thee for that great Saviour Who not only has 
died to bring us near, but lives that we may still be 
nearer, and by Him and through Him may receive 
likeness to Himself, and a participation in His own 
life. May His grace be more abundantly given to us,

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that we may indeed die the death unto sin and live the 
life of God. May we possess more and more that life 
and peace which come from minding the things of the 
Spirit, and whilst we have to do with outward affairs, 
and have our daily duties and the circumstances of our 
lives to attend to, and to occupy us, may we still live 
our truest lives in the secret place of the Most High. 
Grant, O Lord! Thy gracious Spirit to abide in our 
hearts, and may we each live in the Spirit, and walk 
in the Spirit, and possess the peace and the joy and 
the holiness which come therefrom. 

Lord! we draw near to Thee now with many 
acknowledgments of our unworthiness and trans- 
gressions, our many shortcomings and departures 
from Thy way. Often we have known far better than 
we have done. Often we have gone directly opposite 
to what we have known to be duty. But we pray 
Thee that Thou wouldst forgive all that has been 
incomplete, and all that has been sinful in our past 
lives; and wouldst help us day by day, and moment 
by moment, forgetting the things that are behind, and 
committing them to Thy pardoning mercy, and looking 
forward to the things that are before, and accepting 
them through Thy sanctifying grace, to ' press toward 
the mark for the prize of the high calling of God.'

Grant that upon us 
there may abide, more and more fully and manifestly, 
the quickening and cleansing influence of the love and 
life of Jesus Christ. May we feel that we have laid 
upon us the charge to be Thy witnesses, and discharge 
the office which Thou hast intrusted to us, 

Be near to each of us, according to our diverse con- 
ditions, trials, and duties. Be with us in our daily life, 
in the common things of our ordinary occupations. 
May we consecrate them all unto Thee, and may 
everything be hallowed because all is done as in Thy 
sight, for Thy sake, by Thy help, to Thy glory. 

Lord ! comfort and succour, be near to console and 
bind up. Speak Thy gracious, sweet words to all sad 
and solitary souls. Grant that whatever hindrances, 
annoyances, losses, disappointments, and pains we may 
meet in our daily lives, we may so love Thee as that all 
shall work together for our good. 

And now, Lord, take us into Thy care, and keep us 
in Thy mercy. Grant that the love of God may dwell 
in our hearts, and the life of Christ live in our spirits. 
Through His name we pray all these things. 

CXXXIX 

LOED, our God ! lift our hearts to Thyself, we beseech 
Thee, when we lift our voices in prayer, and help us 
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not only in words, but in lowly devotion and thankful 
and trustful hearts, to draw near to Thee, and to open 
our spirits to the reception of all the sweet and sacred 
influences which Thou dost pour down upon them that 
wait before Thee. 

We thank Thee, Lord ! for any occasions in which we 
have been able to set to our seal that it is no vain 
thing to call upon the Lord, and we take shame to our- 
selves that we have not more such remembrances, for 
surely if they are few it is not because Thine ear is 
deaf, or Thy hand shortened that it cannot save, but 
because our prayers have been wanting in earnestness, 
in faith, in submission. 

We come to Thee now, and beseech Thee for Thy 
blessing as we bow ourselves here before Thee. Lord !

We pray for one another, that in all the different 
homes from which we come Thy Spirit may dwell. We 
pray that Thy Spirit may dwell in our own hearts. 
Guide us, Lord ! by Thy counsel, lift upon us the light 
of Thy countenance, make us strong with Thy strength, 
and help us even to glory in infirmity, that the power 
of Christ may rest upon us. If any of us feel that we 
especially need Thy teaching, Thy support, or Thy con- 
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solations, draw Thou near to such, we pray. May we 
not shrink from Thee, but be glad when Thou comest 
to us, and cherish and foster all thoughts that lead us 
to Thee. And do Thou shape Thy gifts to each need, 
and draw very nigh in Thy sweetness, and in Thy 
patient power, to all our hearts. Shed abroad there 
the consecration of Thy presence, and the consolation 
of Thy grace. And grant that we may live as those 
who have been bought with a price, to live as those 
whose home is with God, and whose lives are hid 
with Christ in Him. 

We pray for all this people, present or absent; 
especially that Thy rich blessing may attend our work 
as a church, and the ministration of Thy truth amongst 
us. Thou hast been our help, Lord ! some of us can 
say for many years that are past, in the worship 
of this sanctuary, and for all blessing 1 and good granted 
we desire to praise Thy gracious Name, and to pray 
that Thou wouldst not leave us nor forsake. Still lift 
upon us the light of Thy countenance, and make Thy 
word more mighty than ever it has been for the great 
purpose whereunto Thou hast sent it. 

Hear us now, grant us Thy gracious help; forgive 
and answer, through Jesus Christ our Saviour Lord. 



CXL 

ALMIGHTY GOD, our gracious Father and ever-present 
Helper and Friend ! help us now to lift up our hearts to 
Thee, and truly to pray and to draw near in thought 
fixed and grateful ; and we desire to come lowly, and 
earnest, and in confidence unbroken, and conscious of 
our many sins. May we indeed feel that we speak unto 
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One that is more ready to hear than we are to speak, 
and to give than we are to ask or expect. 

Lord ! we thank Thee that our prayers have not to 
move Thy heart, but that our knowledge of Thy heart 
moves our prayers. We bless Thee that before we call 
Thou hast answered, and that whilst we are yet speak- 
ing Thou hast not retired from us. We thank Thee 
for the greatest of Thy gifts, which Thou didst give 
before Thou wert asked for it, but didst give as Thou 
didst send the light and the joy upon the men that wait 
not nor look for them. We beseech Thee for Thy 
gracious help that we may accept the things that are 
freely given to us of God, and may not be asking as if 
Thou hadst not already bestowed, in Jesus Christ, the 
free gift of all things to us. We would rather pray 
that Thou wouldst help us to open our eyes to see how 
rich we are ; to open our hands to take the treasures, 
and to open our hearts to store them there, and to use 
them for evermore. 

Lord ! give us all the light of Thy countenance to 
shine upon our hearts, and more of Thy peaceful con- 
sciousness of Thy loving hand about us, that in all our 
ways directed, and where we be restrained and cor- 
rected, may we walk humbly with our God. Lord !

give ' to all them that love His appearing.' 

Thy hands are full of blessings, but the blessings of 
Thy hands are the least of Thy gifts. We crave the 
blessings of Thy heart, and of Thy Spirit, and beseech 
Thee that our whole being may be moulded, sanctified, 
calmed, and strengthened by Thine own presence in 
our hearts. Lord ! let us not be content with small 
portions of Thy great gift. May our desires be ex- 
tended to the reach of Thy purposes. Thou hast 
encouraged us to open our mouths wide. Do Thou 
fill them, and give to us, we pray Thee, more than we 
have ever possessed of the fulness of Thy love and of 
Thy Spirit of life to make us free from the law of sin 
and death. 

We come to Thee this evening with thankfulness for 
every blessing which Thou hast bestowed upon us, and 
looking back upon the days that are gone we pray 
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Thee for grace to see in all of them the dealings of 
the Lord. May we, in regard of our own individual 
lives, observe them; that we may understand the 
loving-kindness of our God. Accept our praise for 
all Thy providence, and for all blessings which we 
have still in our possession. We pray Thee that all 
Thy dealings with us, the discipline of life, our daily 
duties, the disappointments that do come, and all the 
burdens and cares that Thou layest upon our shoulders, 
may serve in us the purpose which Thou dost contem- 
plate in sending them for our profit, that we may be 
partakers of Thy holiness. Lord! regard us all 
according to our different needs. Draw near to each 
of us as Thou knowest we severally require. We 
believe that Thou dost yet speak in, and to, the spirits 
of men ; and that the days when the voice of the Lord 
could be heard by the hearing ear are not past. We 
pray that Thou wouldst speak to, and in us, and in all 
the varieties of our duties and conditions that Thou 
wouldst minister to us the right words at the right 
time, and cause to rise in our thoughts and minds the 
true judgments, and in our hearts the true desires 
which Thou wilt always approve and answer. We 
pray for any here that may be in any trouble ; succour 
and bless all such as Thou only canst. 

We ask Thee to draw near to any of us that may 
have difficult work before us ; help us to cast all our 
burdens upon the God that bears them daily, if we 
will let Him ; and that we may be free from anxiety, 
because we know that He careth for us. We beseech 
Thee to bless all Thy servants in their several spheres, 
and their work at home and abroad, and to raise up 
many more of Thy people who shall have it laid upon 
their hearts and consciences to declare what God hath 
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done for their souls. And we beseech Thee that a 
quickened and revived Church may have more influ- 
ence in the world, and that men may be drawn in 
multitudes to the Lord of all men ; and that the evils 
under which our brethren have so long groaned may 
be in some measure reduced. O Lord! give us Thy 
blessing as we are here before Thee this evening. Let 
Thy words, spoken amongst us always, be dictated by 
Thee and directed by Thee. And do Thou grant, we 
pray Thee, that as the result of our meeting together 
as a church and a congregation, and as the result of 
the various energies and activities which are put forth 
here, the Kingdom of Jesus Christ may be extended, 
and many hearts, old and young, be filled with the 
knowledge of the glory of God in the face of Jesus 
Christ, and with the gladness of that great Light. 

We pray Thee to accept our thanks that Thou dost 
permit us to gather together thus again ; and to shed 
Thy blessing upon us as we wait here before Thee, and 
in all our work as unworthy representatives of Christ 
the great Lord. 



CXLII 

LORD, our Father ! we would prepare our hearts to 
approach unto Thee, and we beseech Thee that Thou 
wouldst help us and lift our thoughts and desires really 
to Thyself. We feel that we have often taken the 
words of adoration upon very irreverent lips, and have 
often spoken the things that we have heard other 
people say in our prayers, than given utterance to the 
desires of our own hearts at the moment. But we 
beseech Thee that Thou wouldst deliver us from all 
vain words, as well as from all wandering thoughts, 
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and wouldst help us now to draw near to Thee in that 
lowly reverence which becomes those who approach to 
the place where Thy majesty dwelleth. We thank 
Thee for that great vision which we have been reading, 
and that is meant for us too.

So may 
we be able to trust ourselves, living or dead, to the 
Lord, and feel that nowhere can we go where His 
presence will not be with us, and His right hand hold 
us up. Purge our eyes, too, Lord! that in our 
measure we may see the things that the eyes of sense 
cannot see, and that sin hides from us all ; and to us, 
too, may the Heavens not be empty but everything be 
filled with the one great vision of the Eternal God 
manifest in Jesus Christ. 

We beseech Thee for Thy cleansing grace to be 
granted to each of us. Surely we need day by day 
the washing of Thy holy, forgiving love, as well as the 
sanctifying of Thy Holy Spirit.

We pray 
Thee for Thy blessing in our worship of this evening. 
Touch all our hearts, Lord ! If there be any cold- 
ness, any carelessness, any cherished evil purpose in us, 
that comes between us and Thee, we pray that this 
may be taken away. Lord! we do not trust our 
own judgments of ourselves.

CXLIII 

LORD, our gracious Father ! we draw near to Thee 
with lowly obedience and loving hearts, and beseech 
Thee that Thou wouldst look upon our lowliness, and 
accept our imperfect love.

These far sur- 
pass our deserts. Thou hast given us more than Thou 
hast promised us ; and we praise and bless Thee for all 
the devious ways by which Thou dost lead us through 
the world, in so far as Thy purppse and providence 
have been concerned. Thou hast led us by the right 
way. If we have ever strayed from the path, it has 
been our own fault; and if ever we have found that 
the way led through Valleys of the Shadow of Death, 
and was in many places crooked and rough, we would 
recognise Thy loving disposal of all things, and would 
believe that our Lord is our Shepherd, and leads us for 
His own Name's sake in the paths which are right in 
His sight. Help us, then, we beseech Thee, to leave 
ourselves, in regard of outward things, more fully, 
more peacefully, more continually in Thy gracious 
hands, and while we put forth the efforts which it is 
Thy holy will that we should make, and labour about 
the meat that perisheth, and about the things of this

We 
beseech Thee that it may be so with us this evening, 
and do Thou use these outward forms of worship for 
deepening the devotion of our hearts, and bestowing 
upon us large gifts from Thyself.

O LORD, our gracious God ! help us that we may abide 
in Thy love, and bring forth fruit by our true union 
with Jesus Christ the Vine. Grant that we may have 
Thy help so that we may never wander away, in 
thought or deed, from Him ; and that we may have 
continual peace, the abiding joy, the unfailing 
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strength, which fellowship with Him ministers to the 
weakest, the most troubled, the most sad. Lord! 
draw near and minister to each of us from Thine own 
infinite variety of gifts that which we most specially 
require for the moment. Draw near to the sad and 
the solitary. Speak Thy peace to any troubled hearts. 
Reveal the sufficiency of Thy love to those who may 
have been stripped of earthly comforts. And be Thou 
the strong Stay round which bruised plants may twine 
themselves, and the tendrils of our hearts may cling. 
And do Thou lift us thereby out of the dust, and 
preserve us from casting away our confidence which 
hath, and shall have, great recompense of reward. 

Lord ! bless us in our worship this morning ; be 
near us that we may hear Thy voice;. speak what 
we need. May it be true of us that what we hear in the 
ear we proclaim on the house-tops. And may Thy 
message manifest itself to be Thine by the demon- 
stration of the Spirit, and of power in many hearts. 

We commend one another to Thy care. We pray 
Thee to bless all our brethren throughout the world, 
gathered together in divers communions, and wor- 
shipping Thee in many tongues and many fashions. 
And we beseech Thee that Thou wouldst draw all Thy 
servants nearer to one another, and wouldst help them 
all to press closer to the centre, that so they may be 
closer to each other. Bless the work of all good people 
who are trying to do Thy will in any fashion, and 
prosper all their efforts in whatever way they may be 
put forth. Make men better, wiser, and happier, and 
more as Thou wouldst have them to be. Further Thy 
Kingdom upon the earth, we beseech Thee. May it 
spread over the whole world, and may obedience 
to Thy will sink deep into every heart, May Thy 
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Kingdom grow like a great tree. May it leaven the 
mass, like the leaven working within. 

Accept us as we come to Thee now, forgive our many 
sins, grant us Thy presence and gracious help in our 
worship, and receive our petitions through Jesus 
our Lord and Saviour. 



CLV 

TEACH us, Lord ! how to pray. We would draw near 
to Thee now, and ask for Thy help to feel how close 
Thou art to us, and to open our hearts that Thou 
mayst be still closer. We bless Thee that while we 
have to bow before Thee with very lowly hearts, and 
knowing something of the infinite distance between 
Thy holiness and us, we can come to Thee with the 
confidence of children; and sure, though it be with 
lowly hope, since Thou hast come so very near to us, 
and dost speak to our hearts daily, not only by Thy 
providences, which often need an interpreter, but in 
Thy dear Son Who has declared Thy Name unto us 
in His brethren. We beseech Thee that we may indeed 
learn all the syllables of Thy great Name, and chiefly 
that we may never lose our hold on the plain truth 
that God is Love. We thank Thee that it is plain 
when we look upon Jesus Christ, however blurred it 
may seem when we look elsewhere; and we beseech 
Thee that Thou wouldst help us, though we see so 
many confusions, and experience as well as behold 
so many things which sometimes appear to give the 
lie to our faith, yet we pray that Thou wouldst help 
us, looking upon Thy dear Son and penetrating more 
deeply into the glad mystery of His work and relation 
to us, to rejoice in the full confidence that nothing can 
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separate us from the love of God which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord. Lord ! we might separate ourselves, 
for many an evil is in our hearts, in our lives, and 
these do come between us and Thee, though blessed 
be Thy Name we do not need to fear that they come 
between Thee and us. But we pray for Thy help to 
sweep away every obstacle, barrier, and veil, and to 
live more constantly than we have done in the past 
in the full sunshine, and to rejoice always in the Lord.

We pray 
that we may find in the worship of Thy house, not 
a substitute for, but a help towards, continual worship, 
and abide in the house of the Lord all the days of our 
lives. We beseech Thee that what we profess to-day 
we may practise to-morrow. We pray that we may 
all through our lives bear about with us the remem- 
brance and the love, the faith, and the hope, which 
this day and its associations are meant to kindle in 
our hearts. 

Be Thou near us, Lord! in our worship of this 
day. We would cast ourselves upon Thy faithful 
promises, and plead these, for hast Thou not said that 
when we call Thou dost answer, and before we call 
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Thou dost answer, and whilst we are yet speaking 
Thou wilt hear ? May it be so with us to-day, that we 
may not only come into Thy presence with petitions, 
but bear hence the answers and the gifts. 

We pray Thee, Lord! that Thou wilt help us to 
treasure all Thy past mercies in grateful hearts, and 
that they may have their due influence upon us, that 
the goodness of God may indeed lead us, not only to 
repentance, but to loyal love, freed trust, and good 
and unbroken obedience. Hear us in our petitions, 
mercifully forgive all our sins, and answer and be with 
us now, for our Saviour Jesus Christ's sake.

We 
bless Thee, that in Thy great storehouse there are 
supplies for all wants, balm for every wound, comfort 
for all sorrows, help for every duty, and grace sufficient 
for all our needs. May we receive more and more of 
Thy fulness, being more and more capable of receiving 
Thy best gifts, because we open our hearts by faith, 
and keep them open by righteous living. We pray 
Thee to comfort any of us that need Thy consolations 
in any special manner, to enlighten any darkened 
understandings, to deliver any tempted hearts, to show 
the path to perplexed spirits, and to be the Companion 
of all the lonely, and the Comforter of all the sad.
